Int 1 have wandered from onr interview
with ““P'resident Young,” which, indeed, is all
told alrendy; ind I have nothing to do but to
ass  hmmediately to my talk with David
ﬂlwum Swith, the representative leader and
missionary of the “‘Josephites” in this valley,
David Hyrmum is the third son of Joseph
Sumith, the fonnder of Mormonism. He is the
child concerning whom, while yot unborn, the
martyred prophet uttered the prophecy that
he wonld deliver his people from a bondage
under which they wonld full: but he is not, as
is genernlly supposed, the clnimant of wny
temporal power o ralership.  That belongs,
according to the Josephites, to Joseph Swmith,
Jr., who has long been the hend of the anti

wlyiimons Mormons, and who  lives af
Pleno, 1. David Hymm came here with his
elder brothier, Alexander, some wecks ago,
Their purpose was a penceable but thorough
crusnde npuinst the doctrine of polygamy aud
tlie theoeratic form of government.
which juny be denoted as Brighamy, for the
sake of rhyme. On arrivingjthe brothers
l'r-l.m'lrl'l to Governor Durkee, to whom they
announced their mission, aud appealed for
rotection (1) They thon ealled upon Brig-
amw and asked the nse of the Tabernucle to
digcuss the questions mentioned above, The
interview ondoed in o virtual refusal of the
privill';;_t-. and a storm of words over the char-
acter of the boys mother, Emmn.
